3.  INFECTIOUS  AHD  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  inclement  weather  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  brought  the 
inevitable  increase  of  winter  ailments  in  its  train  but  the  influenza 
epedemic  did  not  prove  serious  in  this  area,  and  the  incidence  of  infective 
mal  .dies  remained  remarkably  low. 

Regarding  the  cases  of  smallpox  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  it  was 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  that  a generalised  rush  for  vaccination 
was  both  unnecessary  and  undesirable,  and  that  supplies  of  lymph  are  limited 
for  approved  cases. 

Later,  however,  owing  to  the  proximity  of  cases  of  smallpox,  extensive  series 
of  vaccinations  were  performed,  and  supplies  of  lymph  remained  adequate. 

4.  TUBERCULOSIS

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  execution  of  this 

Act  • 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford  and  the 
Public  Analyst’s  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen. 

(b)  Ambulance  Services 

The  County  Ambulance  Headquarters  are  at  the  County  Hospital,  Llandrindod 
Wells.  This  ambulance  has  to  be  used  even  when  cases  are  being  sent  out  of 
the  County,  principally  to  the  County  Hospital,  Hereford* 

( c ) Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

These  facilities  are  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

(d)  Child  Welfare 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  at  Walton,  and  is  attended  monthly  by  the 
District  Medical  Officer. 

The  following  portion  of  the  report  has  been  compiled  by  the  Surveyor  and 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

6 . WATER  SUPPLIED 

General  - Samples  of  both  public  and  private  supplies  of  water  were 
yaken,  and  where  necessary  work  was  carried  out  to  maintain  the  purity  of 
these  supplies. 

Whilst  no  acute  shortages  of  water  were  experience  to  piped  supplies, 
some  inconvenience  was  created  due  to  sever  frost  and  resultant  burst  pipes 
both  at  the  beginning  and  end  of-  the  year.  In  one  instance,  the  reservoir  at 
Evenjobb  was  emptied  due  to  sever  bursts  and  excessive  water  running  to 
waste. 

A further  temporary  shortage  of  water  was  created  in  Hew  Radnor  village, 
when  water  was  most  needed.  One  of  the  local  public  houses  went  on  fire,  aid 
the  existing  mains  war .emptied  in  less  than  one  hour. 


Llandogley  Supply  - This  is  a bulk  supply  of  water  purchased  from  Rhayader 
R.D.C.  This  supply  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Franksbri.dge  Supply  - Water  for  this  supply  is  obtained  from  the  River  Edw 
and  pumped  by  hydram  Rafter  treatment)  to  a storage  reservoir. 

This  supply  became  available  to  the  public  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
numerous  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  this  supply,  resulting 
in  a shortage  of  water  to  the  area,  and  complete  break  down  of  equipment. 

The  reasons  for  these  disruptions  to  supply  ares- 

(i)  Complete  uncoupling  of  joint  on  rising  main  to  reservoir,  eventually 
resulting  in  no  water  reaching  the  reservoir. 

(ii)  Fine  grid  at  intake  becomming  choked  up  due  to  excessive  amount  of 
matter  in  suspension  in  the  River  Edw.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  extremely 
difficult  to  entirely  clean  this  grid.  After  heavy  rain  this  grid  became  choked 
up  in  a matter  of  hours. 

(iii)  Matter  in  suspension  has  been  finding  its  way  through  this  soreen, 
resulting  in  waste  valve  becoming  choked  up. 

(iv)  The  crosshead  bar  to  hydram  was  repeatedly  breaking. 

Regarding  (iv)  above,  the  suppliers  have  carried  out  a modification  to  the 
piston  and  crosshead  bar  and  no  further  difficulties  have  been  experiences  with 
the  hydram.

Regarding  (i.t)  and  ( above,  it  was  suggested  that  a duplicate  fine 
( ^ screen  be  installed.  Arrangements  arc  being  made  to  meet  the  Consulting  Engineers 
in  the  nev/  year  to  agree  on  this  matter, 

Few  Radnor  bis trie t Supply  - Work  on  this  new  scheme  has  been  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  Permission  was  obtained  for  small  extensions  to  original 
mains . 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  were  invited  from  the  contractor  installing 
this  scheme  and  two  ether  local  contractors  for  the  installation  of  service 
connections  from  the  new  mains. 

7 . DRAIN AGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOEAXi 

Four  small  sewage  disposal  plants  are  in  operation  in  the  district 
dealing  in  the  main,  with  Council  housing  estates.  Other  properties  that 
have  been  modernised  ere  drained  into  septic  tank/soakaways.  Remaining  properties 
are  drained  to  soakaways  or  nclosed''ditohes» 

With  the  advent  of  further  piped  water  supplies  in  the  district,  numerous 
properties,  especially  owner  occupied  dwellings,  are  installing  piped  water 
supplies  inside  the  house,  with  water  closets  and  septic  tank  drainage. 

8 . REELJSE  nOI.hECTlCF  JFD_  DISPOSAL 

House  Refuse  - The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  hy  contract, 
a monthly  collection  being  available  to  all  properties  placing  their  bins 
alongside  classified  roads. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  three  separate  sites.  One 
of  the  original  tips  in  Few  Radnor  has  been  K closed-down"  and  is  being  finally 
covered  in  and  banked  off  with  earth.  A new  tipping  site  has  been  opened  in 
Llandegley  parish,  after  first  having  the  area  completely  fenced  in.

9.  ROD-EFT  CONTROL 


During  the  year,  the  Council  reconsidered  their  decision  whether  to  employ 
a rodent  operator,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  major  infestations  were  dis- 
covered or  reported  in  the  district,  and  that  all  minor  infestations  were 
being  adequately  dealt  with, by  occupiers  or  private  operators,  the  Council  con- 
sidered that  the  position  was'  satisfactory  and  for  the  present  decided  not 
to  employ  an  operator.  Private  dwelling  houses  can  still  receive  free  poison 
baits  for  domestic  treatments. 


1°.  HOUSING 


Jlenora.1  - Further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  properties  in 
the  district,  either  privately  or  with  the  aid  of  grants.  There  are  still 
several  empty  dwelling  houses  in  the  district,  relics  of  depopulation  in  the 
area,  and  the  condition  of  these  properties  is  deteriorating  rapidly.  There 
are  a total  of  4-  Council  houses  in  the  district. 

Slum  Clearance  — Three  dwelling  houses  were  scheduled  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  Two  of  these  dwellings  were  farmhouses,  and  they  had  been 
replaced  by  new  farm  houses. 

P r rv a t. e Lull >1 1 n g - Luring  the  year  seven  new  dwelligi  houses  were  erected 
hy  private  enterprise. 

11.  IMPROVEMENT  GRAFTS 

Discretionary  - Only  one  application  was  received  for  a discretionary 
improvement  grant,  and  this  was  approved.

11.  CARAVANS 

There  are  four  individual  caravan  sites  licensed  by  the  Council,  and 
these  are  occupied  as  "permanent"  homes.  Three  other  caravans  are  occupied 
in  conjunction  with  dwelling  houses  alongside,  and  these  are  exempt  from 
licensing. 

It  is  becoming  an  increasing  practice  whereby  caravans  in  transit  are  pulling 
into  lay-bys,  waste  ground  or  fields  alongside  the  main  roads,  to  park  over- 
night or  for  a few  days.

(d)  Milk  Supply 

All  dairy  premises  in  the  district  are  occupied  by  producer/wholesalers 
and  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Retailers 
operating  in  the  area  have  their  dairy  premises  outside  the  district.
